The vanilla Is an orchidaceous, 
climbing vine, wbleh often reaches 
over tt feet In height, and la usually 
about rha thickness of one’s little fin¬ 
ger. The vine la round, knotted at In¬ 
tervals. and covered with dark green 
A pear-shaped leaves. It throws out a 
number of tbln arms or aerial roots as 
It rlaea, which, attaching themselves to 
neighboring trees, appear to derive 
therefrom such nutriment that thjj, 
vines are little dependant on the a-ilM-J 
In fact, often whan all other modea of 
supply are cut off these holdfasts will 
entirely nour sb the plant. Occasional¬ 
ly the wild vines completely cover the 
branches of the tree, and, running 
from It Into adjacent ones, they will 
hang In huge feetoons and arches so 
thick that they scricualy Impede one's 
, progress In the buab. The vines blos- 
snm profusely—usually In the spring— 
the at range and delicate flowers, with 
their long, straggling and pale yellow 
petals, springing from the angles 
where the leaves branch off. After a 
few days' existence, the flowera wither 
and fall, and as their chance of fcrttlt- 
tatton through any of the outside 
agencies on which they depend la a 
brief one, and precarious at bast, It ■■ 
not surprising to find that very few 
of them are succeeded by frulL Thla 
takes the form ot a large pod. and, 
strange to say. although the pods at¬ 
tain their full growth within fifty 
days from the fall of the petals, they 
take fully seven months more to ripen. 
The pod* vary from 6 to 12 Inches In 
length and are about like a banan»> 
but are better described as resembling/ 
a knife aheath; hence ths namel 
vanilla, which la a corruption of th/ 
Spanish word valnllla—a small scab 
bard. Each pod contains a quantity 
of small black granules, surrounded by 
a balsamic pulp whose peculiar com 
blnatlon of oil and acid Is supposed to 
Impart to the pods that delicious flavoi 
and powerful aroma for which they 
are so Justly esteemed.—Chamber*' 
Journal. 

A CO-OPERATIVE COLONY. 

An Example la lha Settlement of Coeme 
In Paraguay. 

Comparatively few persons are 
aware of the existence In Paraguay of 
a little English-npeaking colony 
named Cosme. and of Ita attempt to 
organize a community on tbe highest 
co-operative lines. Beginning In 1894 
aa the result of a secession from the 
New Australia colony,- the founders of 
Coame seem to have steered clear of 
the shoals and quicksands which 
wrecked the parent movement One 
of the "fathers" of the colony, al¬ 
though he Is quite a young man. Is 
■yWTt^ Lane, who says of the colony; 

! "We are running now on the lines on 
which New Australia started; we are 
communistic in so far as we share 
our earnings equally. Irrespective of 
the capacity of the Individual. Tbs 
present outlook Is highly satisfactory, 
but we want more adult members. Our 
present population le Sixteen women, 
all married, and twenty-six men; for¬ 
ty-two all told, exclusive of the chil¬ 
dren. We have 15.000 acres of land, 
half forest and half pasture, but only 
the forest land Is good for cultivation. 
In the matter of finance our assets ex¬ 
ceed our liabilities, and that Is gener¬ 
ally considered to be a sound position. 
We can easily raise our own food sup¬ 
ply. Every family lives in Its own 
house, and the bachelors bave bouses 
of their own, but take their Yfleals at 
the co-operative dining-room, tbelr 
cooking being done for them by col¬ 
ony labor. This co-operative com¬ 
monwealth Is governed by what U 
called a parliament, although It Is on¬ 
ly a committee of three, with a chair¬ 
man or director of the colony. Ths 
ballot Is taken by casting papers Into 
a hat. Speaking of the Industrial con¬ 
ditions in Cosme, Mr. Lane said re¬ 
cently: "We have a forty-five hours* 
week, eight hours a day for five, 
day* and five hours on Sat¬ 
urday. Work starts Just after 
sunrise and the men are em¬ 
ployed In sugar-making a^d timber
